Chandra’s true killer 


destroyed the career of her 
married Congressman lov- 
er, Gary Condit - may have 
been heard screaming for 
help as she was assaulted in 
her own D.C. apartment.

“She 
said it may have come from 
Chandra’s apartment.” 

The ENQUIRER has also 
learned that Chandra’s 
mother, Susan, reportedly 
supports the new trial.

“That there was a woman 
who screamed has made her 
wonder: Was Chandra taken 
from her apartment, and was 
she dead?

I N A miraculous moment, Re- 
bekah Aversano smiled - and 
her dead brother’s face smiled 
back! 

Josh Aversano was only 21 
years old when he died in a 2012 
traffic accident. But now his family 
has seen Josh living on - through 
an extraordinary operation in 
which his face was transplanted 
onto another man. 

Richard Norris had been hid- 
eously disfigured in 1997 when a 
shotgun went off in his face. The 
blast destroyed his nose, jawbones, 
teeth and tongue. 

Today, the pioneering transplant 
surgery by Dr. Eduardo Rodriguez 
has the grateful 40-year-old look- 
ing exactly like clean-cut Josh.

Josh’s mother, Gwen, revealed to

tional June 2013 encounter was 
filmed for a television documen- 
tary that will hopefully encourage 
others to become organ donors. 

“We know our son is in heaven,” 
she said, “and that using his body 
to help someone else is what he 
would have wanted.”

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S HE teeters out on the

deadly cocktail of prescription 
medications! 

He also blasted Mariah’s 
money-hungry handlers for en- 
dangering her life by allowing 
her to guzzle wine and cham- 
pagne like it was water. 

“Mariah is struggling on a 
number of levels. She does not 
have a support system, and she 
is not mentally capable,” Mor- 
gan, 54, told The ENQUIRER. 

SADLY, NOT EVEN Whit- 
ney’s drug addiction shocked 
46-year-old Mariah into clean- 
ing up, according to Morgan. 

“We were in Mariah’s trailer 
[while she was filming] the 
‘Loverboy’ video, and she was 
talking about Whitney running 
around holding a crack pipe,” 
Morgan told The ENQUIRER. 

“Mariah was like, ‘Oh, boo 
hoo, poor Whitney ... I felt so 
bad for her, she’s such a f— ing 
mess.’ I think back to that con- 
versation, and realize it should 
have been Mariah’s wake-up 
call!” 

Instead, Mariah continued to 
battle her own demons - with 
Morgan claiming she boozed 
it up while pregnant, and even 
drank in the hospital after giv- 
ing birth to her girl-boy twins, 
Monroe and Moroccan, on April 
30, 2011! 

“Mariah was drinking through 
her pregnancy - even while she 
was nursing!” Morgan claimed. 

When asked if he thinks the 
twins are safe under Mariah’s 
care, Morgan flatly responded: 
“No.” 

The Grammy-winning diva’s 
boozing is intensified by her 
battle with mental illness, ac- 
cording to her brother. 

Mariah entered a Connecti- 
cut hospital in July 2001 after 
suffering an “emotional and 
physical breakdown” - she de- 
nied it was drug-related - and 
was diagnosed with bipolar 
disorder, her brother claimed. 

According to Morgan, she 
mixes alcohol with a potentially 
fatal cocktail of high-powered

including Zyprexa for schizo- 
phrenia, Ativan for anxiety and 
Depakote for bipolar disorder. 

MORGAN FEARS the com- 
bination could lead to an 
unintentional overdose for the 
iconic songbird, who is report- 
edly worth an astronomical 
$510 million. 

Since her alleged bipolar di- 
agnosis, “I can’t say that I have 
ever been around her when 
she was sober, and that’s very 
scary,” he added. 

While Morgan admitted that 
he hasn’t communicated di- 
rectly with Mariah in two years, 
he’s speaking out because he 
fears her mental and physical 
conditions are deteriorating, 
along with her career. 

Her 2014 album, “Me. I 
Am Mariah,” tanked, selling 
fewer than 120,000 copies, 
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compared to the millions sold 
at the height of her career. In 
a desperate bid to revive her 
popularity, the pop queen 
signed on to perform at Cae- 
sars Palace in Las Vegas 
through next February. But 
her once powerful voice has 
faded - critics have panned 
her performance. 

Adding to her woes, the 
“Dreamlover” singer is also 
waging a bitter divorce battle 
with “America’s Got Talent” 
host Nick Cannon. 

MEANWHILE, MARIAH is 

surrounded by enablers who 
keep mum as she goes on 
sleepless drinking binges, 
erupts in temper tantrums and 
suffers from inexplicable and 
terrifying “trances,” accord- 
ing to a former member of her 
entourage. 

Morgan said: “I don’t know 
the people around her, and 
that’s scary. She’s pushed 
away the only people who’ve 
been trustworthy.”

Those are the twisted rant- 
ings from the disturbed mind 
of O.J. Simpson’s son Ja- 
son, who kept a secret diary 
in the months before Nicole 
Brown Simpson and her 
friend, Ronald Goldman, were 
slashed to death.

“I have fun when I’m slip- 
ping ... drinking,” read one 
disturbing entry. 

He added: “I saw myself on 
my trip and I wasn’t disap- 
pointed with what I saw.

“My insecurity and knack 
for letting it become un- 
controllable and ultimately 
contributing to the demise.”

Today, the tragic tale is of- 
ten used to illustrate the 
mental illness of a split per- 
sonality - sometimes referred 
to as “disassociative identity 
disorder.”

Maio, a forensic pathologist, 
found to be consistent with 
Nicole and Ron’s wounds. 

William also secured a 
photo of Jason lying in bed 
with his dog while wearing a 
black cap - just like one found 
at the crime scene that was 
determined to have traces of 
dog hair! 

What’s more, Jason refused 
to take the powerful psychot- 
ic drug known as Depakote 
in 1994, his ex-girlfriend told 
William. 

A prescription had been 
written for Jason after he had 
been psychiatrically treated 
for violent impulses and be- 
havior, William has alleged. 

He said a report from Ce- 
dars-Sinai Medical Center 
dated January 1994 - five 
months before the murders 


of Ron and Nicole - identified 
Jason as a patient who “feels 
like he’s going to rage.” 

One journal entry elaborat- 
ed: “Here I sit. On a hospital 
issued, pink, plastic and wood 
chair. On level two. Yes lev- 
el two. I survived 21 years 
and two suicide attempts, 
countless drug-filled nights.” 

“I WILL now not stop un- 
til final justice is given to the 
victims,” private eye Michael 
told The ENQUIRER. 

“If Jason Simpson was 
ever charged in this case, 
O.J. could be arrested and 
charged with aiding and 
abetting. There is no double 
jeopardy if it were to be a 
charge other than murder. 

“I need to continue this and 
make right for all what I should 
have done 20 years ago.” 

For his part, O.J. - now jailed 
in Nevada on an unrelated 
burglary case - has declared 
of his son: “The theory is just 
one of a thousand regarding 
the murders, and the LAPD 
has fully investigated this and 
felt it has no merit.”
